Oldest Industry.

MORE THAN PORTY YEARS AGO

¥t Was Then That Me Beghn Work in the
0ld Rolling Mill and He Has Been
Employed in and About
It Ever Since.
When a resident of the elty of Beran-
ton wishes 1o look about him and in-
quire In an Interesting Wiy concerning

the objects of history connected with
the development and extraordinary
growth of this, the fourth Inrgest ¢ty
in Pennsylvanin and the metropolis of
the anthracite conl fields, there Is one
spot first and foremost to atiract oh-
Rervation and which deseryves forsmost
consideratlon. That 13 the old rolling
mill of the present Lackawunna Iron
and Steel company.

This plant is situated along the Roar-
Ing Brook creek and s lovated a little
distance above that polnt of the stream
where the new Spruce stréet bridge will
Epan It when built. The mill at present
s a little over n half eentury old, and
it may be truthfully sald that it was
the beginning of the great Electrie
Clty.

Eur back In the enrly fortles when the
Indians hunted in these purts and fish |
abounded In the Lackawanni river,
which wans then quite a pretentions
Etréeam of spring water, a harvdy band
of enterprising capitulistg sottlod hore
and began the erectlon of the old roll-
Ing mill, the first Industilnl plant bullt
In northeastern Pennsylvanii. These
people were the Seranton brothers and
J. C. Platt. The facts connected with
this briet sketeh ure not meant to fur-
nish o history of the city from the be-
ginning. They are to desl exclusively
with scenes and froldents at the old
rolilng mill as related to the writer by

& man who has spent the past forty-
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of the rapldity with which conditions
ohange 4n this progressive country
where new and better methods are con-
stantly superseding the old,

The puddlers, among whom were Mr.
Jones, struggled pgainst being separat-
od from thelr furnaces, but they were
powerless to stay the wheels of pro-
gress and were sadly compelled to ace-
commuoudate themselves 1o the new cons
ditions of aMalrs. They atill speak with
affectionnte vegret of the ¢'good old
duys” when they worked before the
faming furpaces and eprned salarles
that in thesge days appear princely. Mr
Jones spoke with feellng about these
days thut have gone and related many
Interesting 'incldents that cecurred In
that old pudding mill

Muny Changes Have Been Made.

Addltions and innovatlons were made
from time 1o Hme, and #t present the
mill stande ad vepresented 4 this por-
tradt, Tolly equipped as it bas been for
more than twenty years with maohin-
ery ublé@®to turn out steel ralls or steel
fish plates, as the order may be. All
that Is necessary ia to change the rolls,
wihdoh can be done fn laas than an h ur
and the mul Is resdy for the manuface
fure of ona or the other.

Came Here in 1881,

When Mr. Jones, whao I8 now nearly
T0 years of age, ceame to this country
from Wales In 1551 and moved his fam-
Iy to this reglon, the territory where
the “eity proper now marks its out-
lnes was known as Slocum Hollow.
There were scarcely 2,000 Inhubltants
between Wilkes-Barre and Carbondale,
and nature with all ite wild and un-
trained grandeur was evident on all
sldes.  The future Seranton at that
tlme possessed, Indeeds o truly wild and
woolly appearanoe,

vdoseph H. Seranton, and in fact all
the owners of the [ron works, were ldol-
fzed by the employes. Selden T, Seran-
ton was pregident of the company when
Mr. Jones came here and the firm went
by the name of Scranton & Platt, which
wis subsequently changed to the Lavck-
awanna Iron and Coal company, and
later, within a few years' recaollsetion,
to the Lackawanna Tron and Stee) com-
piny,

Firat when the old rolling mill was
bullt the number of employes

Golden Days at the Mill,

The period which the old time em-
ployes of the mill ke to speak about
with tenderest récollection of the happy
bygone days s the period durlng the
war, That was the time when wages

| were lilgh and work supersbundant.

Employes avere almost as scarvce in
comparison with the demand as wives
are In a western minlng town. Mr.
Jones tells that the late D. B. Brainard
of this eity, who was before the war
and about that time foreman at the
mill, uged to spend hours ut the Dela-
wnre, Lackawannia and Western depot
watching all Incoming trains, ready to
extend o warm hand to all “green-
horns" arriving,

These were the days when a laborer
was paid for s dally toill as much
as the skliled mechanic is now pald.
Among all who worked In the rolling
mill in those days and are now lving
a bond of fellowship to a remarkable
extent exlsts, Mr. Jones says that If
he meets a man who worked with hilm
In the mill In those enrly days that he
I% as proud to shake his hand and as
happy to weleome him as If he had been
a long lost brother, seen for the Arst
time since both were boys together

The old rolling mill sounds with the
same cadence as  the 'Ol Qaken
Bueket" “The 1d M Stream.”

Iron splkes and merchant lron
were the fiest articles wrought at tho
roling mill and the number of employes
in 1862, ten years after the first stone
was lald on the foundation, had in-
oreased ten-fold and then amounted to
about 400 men und boys, These were the
old thpes prior to the change to steql
ralls when It 1s told of the fabulous
wages pald to ithe puddiers.
Puddiers Out of Work.

There were aixty puddiers employed
At the mill and when the company be-
#un the nianufacture of stes] the pud-
ding mil]l was shut dowm, the fires ex-
tingulshed and in a fow years the Krogs
‘was growing in what had been the most
fmportant part of the estublshment.
In wnother i of the mill stoeel
ralla were bflng tumed out by Improved
machinery, giving o foreible illustration

It s situated along the stream, walled
In by picturesque banks and has o
charm about about it in Its stlllness
thut is inspiring.

He 1s One of the Very Few,

Mr, Jones ig one of the few In these
parts who spent his early manhood,
prime of lfe, and deelining YOOrs an an
artisan under the old mill's roof, Three
of his gons were killed 1n the employ of
the company, the last belng John B.,
Wwho met his death last October, with
Lwo others, Instantly by a fall of rock
In the Pine Brook shaft. He Is, he be-
lleves, the only one that has not an-
swered the long roll call, who was u
worker In those early days: when, as he
expresses It, “no one would think that
Seranton would ever be what it ju"

During the past half dogen years this
old soldier on Seranton’s frontler hus
been resting on the easy alde of life,
He takeg a pride In hig long unbroken
yeurs of service for the company and

into an empty pew. Bomefimes there
are long lines of visltors standing
meekly In the alales In the back of the
church, waiting to be stowed away
somewhere by this little old pew-
opener.

We all know
what an eéxqulaite gentleman Mozart
was, but the interesting thing about
thiz was that a string quartette which
was then to ilusgtrate some of the
musie, played an unpublshed minuet
which Mozart wrote for himself and to
the musio of which he danced more fre-
fquently thdn toany other,  This was in
munuseript, under 4 glasa cover, but 1t
Wi played neve leas, Dr. Bridge
wos the favorite pupll of the late Sir
John Goss, who was in his time, the
pupll of old Thomas Atwood, and
Thomas Atwood was, abomt 120 yeurs
ngo, the favorite pupll of Mozart him-
self.  Now, all of Atwood's exercises in
the different kinds of composition were
corrected by Mozart, his teacher, who
nlgo wrote frequent examples for his
pupll and often composed Hittle things
like the minust of which 1 spoke, wihich
he presemted to Atwood, who preserved
them all,and brought them home to Bng-
land with him. Upon his death he be-
quedtthed these to his pupll, Sir John
Goss, who In iturn gave them to Dr.
Bridge just before hils death. The Doc-
tor keeps them in two glass oages, hut
we were allowed to see them, Slgnor
Alberto Rardeggu, n professor at tha
Academy, also brought ten pleces of
Miirt’s music, all of them unpublished
airing quartette and double guartebts
things., These he would not let go out
of Wa hands, bul §happened that I had
the pleagure of holding them In mine,
anyway. I was stunding at hls side,
closely pressed up o the plano by the
orowd Lack of me, nnd 1 Inadvertently
sidd, aloud, he leafed them over,
"0, T wish I could tonch them," when
around he turned und grabbed my hand
In the funndest manner and Jukd It Nat
on the MSS.! Then he took them and
put them batween my thumb and first
saying, “Now, Mutle girl, are
you swtistfied?’
